BUCKLEY WON’T EXPLAIN 





Declines to Discuss Letters Concern- 
ing “a Little Aid for Elec- 
tion Expenses.” 





investigation of legisiative graft 
distributed by the fire insurance compa-~- 
nies at Albany, which Supt. Hotchkiss 
of the State Insurance Department is 
making. branched out in so many direc- 
tions yesterday that the possibility arose 
at the end of the day that the legislative 
expenditures of the life insurance compa- 
nies as well as those of the fire insurance 
companies would be taken up once more 
where the Hughes investigation of 1909 
left of’. There were many blind traiis 
opened by the Hughes investigation which 
remained blind because of the absence of 
Col. Andy Hamilton, Gen. Andy Fields. 
and William H. Buckley, Hamilton's un- 
derstudy in the legislative committee of 
the insurance companies. 

Buckley’s correspondence with the fire 
insurance people and his appearance as a 
witness at this investigation has made it 
possible to question him as to his part 
in the distribution of funds that the life 
insurance people distributed at Albany 
the high life insurance régime. 
James H. McIntosh, general solicitor for 
the New York Life, was in attendance 
at the investigation yesterday, and Presi- 
dent Darwin P. Kingsley of that company 
waited in the offices of the Superinten- 
dent of Insurance until adjournment and 
then went into immediate conference with 
Mr. Hotchkiss. 

- appeared in yesterday s evidence that 
Buckley from 1901 to 1000 was under “ 
retainer of $7,000 from the New York 
Life, and in 1903 and 1904 got $2,600 extra 
The evidence previously taken 
has shown that he made his tirst law ed 
fice in New York City with E. E. ac- 
‘all, brother of John A. McCall, the New 
York Life's ‘former President, whose 
name also has figured in some of the 
correspondence exchanged between Buck- 
ley and George P. Sheldon of the Phenix 
Fire Insurance Company. Buckley could 
not remember yesterday what he did in 
return for the money he got from the 
New York Life. 

Senator Brackett Drawn In. 

His memory was jogged by a new serics 
of letters involving the name of Senator 
Edgar T. Brackett of Saratoga, as one 
for whom Buckley was assuming in the 
Fall of 1904 to collect a campaign fund 
from the fire insurance companies. 
Brackett, the evidence has already shown, 
gave the life companies a great deal of 
trouble during the session of 1903, with 
an anti-compact amendment to the Don- 
nelly anti-trust law and a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of rates charged 
by fire insurance companies. These meas- 
ures were, according to Buckley's letters 
to Sheldon, triumphantly defeated, thanks 
to the good offices of the legislative 
friends of the fire insurance companies. 

But for the session of 1904 Buckley ar- 
ranged with Sheldon to get a $15,000 fee 
for his services on behalf of the fire 
companies alone, and when it came to ac- 
counting for this fee there was a good 
deal of opposition among the fire insur- 
ance people. Hence a line of correspond- 
ence between Buckley and Sheldon in 
the Fall of 1904 relative to this fee and to 
the forthcoming Senatorial elections in 
several of the up-State districts, includ- 
ing Brackett’s. Incidentally, Buckley ad- 
mitted point blank that he had been un- 
truthful to Sheldon, his client, in connec- 
tion with the negotiations for the $10,00U 
fee. 

The way in which Buckley and Sheldon 


looked upon the advent of the new Legis- 
lature and the possible function of the 
fire companies in connection with it finds 
illustration in these two letters: 

Aug. 29, 1904. 

Dear Mr. Bucklev: Your letter came duly 
to hand. stating the arrangement you have 
made in regard to the $15,000, and 1 write 
now to state that you need give yourself 
no anxiety about the matter. 

I trust that you had a pleasant outing at 
Saratoga, and that the same was profitable 
to you in other ways. 

I believe there is a new Senate to be 
elected this Fall, and if so, I wish you 
would bear in mind the districts where pos- 
sibly a little aid might be rendered tor 
election expenses, &c., and thus save our 
doing anything after the Legislature comes 
together. 

I suggest this for personal use only, and 
trust that it will be entirely confidential.

FIRE ENGINE DRIVER KILLED. 


Thrown from His Seat and Run Over 
on His Way to a Fire. 


While responding to an alarm, Joseph 
White, driver of Engine 16, was run over 
at First Avenue and Twenty-third Street 
by his own engine yesterday afternoon. 
He died ten minutes later in Bellevue 
Hospital. 

White had failed to strap himself to 
the seat when he left the engine house, 
and when the wheels of the fire engine 
struck a deep rut he .was pitched for- 
ward between two of the galloping horses. 
The wheels of the engine passed over his 
body. 

The fire to which Engine 16 had been 
called was in a grocery at 525 First Ave- 
nue, conducted by Francis Seeley. ] 
cause about $25 damage. Tine alarm 
was’turned {n from Eighteenth Street 
and First Avenue, and a moment later 
White was in his seat, driving his three 
big horses from the quarters, in Twenty- 
fifth Street, near Third Avenue. Speed- 
ing through East Twenty-fifth Street, 
the engine swung southward on First 
Avenue, the pavement of which is in 
great need of repair. The three horses 
were going at a gallop when, at Twenty- 
third Street, the engine gave a lurch as 
one of the front wheels struck a deep 
rut. White was thrown between his 
horses and fell under the wheels. 

Capt. Morrison was on the rear of the 
engine with two firemen, and he felt the 
jolt of the engine as it struck the rut. 
Then followed the cries of those who 
had seen White crushed. The driverless 
horses broke in their gallop, and Capt. 
Morrison swung off and ran forward as 
a half dozen men brought them to a 
standstill. 

Patrolman Schmidt of the East Twen- 
ty-second Street Station summoned Dr. 
Van Kleeck, who hurried the unconscious 
man to Bellevue. Death followed a few 
moments later. 

White was only 28 years old and was 
not married. He was appointed to the de- 
partment Oct. 21, 1903. Battalion Chief 
Scully visited Bellevue as 
heard of the accident, but White was 
dead. The Chief said hé considered him 
an efficient fireman and one of the best 
drivers in the department.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 28.—Emperor 
Nicholas’s manifesto extending the au- 
thority of the Duma over Finland has 
been favorably received by that body. The 
Russo-Finnish bill defining the legisla- 
tive boundary between the Duma and 
the Diet, which is to be submitted to the 
Duma, is assured of adoption with minor 
amendments. 

Confining the Diet's share in the im 
pending settlement to an advisory capac- 
ty is regarded as the only way out of the 
ceadlock created by the Finnish extrem- 
ists. The bill is based on the project of 
M. Kharitonoff for a mixed commission 
of Russians and Finns, which shall form- 
ulate a new plan of relationship between 
Russia and the Duchy. According to 
the bill the Duma would be empowered 
to pass laws establishing the general 
groundwork for Finnish participation in 


the imperial expenditures and providing 
exemption froin imilitary service.

President Taft had a narrow escape 
from possible serious injury late last 
night while speeding in an automobile 
for the Pennsylvania ferry at the foot of 
West Twenty-third Street on his return 
to Washington from the dinner of his 
Class in Yale at the University Club. A 
motor cycle policernan ied the string of 
five automobiles that carried® the_Presi- 
dential party, his purpose being to stop 
traffic on Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
and Tenth Avenues, so that the President 
could reach the ferry in time to catch the 
12:10 A. M. train for Washington. 

For some reason that to be ex- 
plained, the motorcycle policéman’s in- 
structions were disobeyed at Kighth Ave- 
nue, and just as the automobile contain- 
ing the President, Capt. Archibaid Butt, 
his military aid, and a Secret Service 
man neared Eighth Avenue the Presi- 
dent's chauffeur saw a southbound Highth 
Avenue car start to cross the street. 
first automobile, which contained Police 
Inspector Walsh, a Secret Service agent, 
and a Headquarters detective, had just 
crossed and was speeding for the ferry 
when the street car got under way. 

The Presidents chauffeur shouted to 
the motorman: ‘*‘ For Heaven's sake, slow 
up!’ and then he gave the wheel of his 
machine a violent turn, causing the auto 
to swerve to the south. The auto was 
then within a few feet of the trolley car. 
The car which had started ahead was 
No. 1,209, which is one of the new pay-as- 
you-enter kind now in use on Highth Ave- 
nue. The automobile, after it turned, 
veered inward to the side of the car, and 
for half a block the chauffeur could not 
get his machine away from the trolley 
car. The automobile and car went for 
that distance down the avenue scraping 
sides.

WASHINGTON, March 28. — Associate 
Justice David J. Brewer of the Supreme 
Court of the United States died suddenly 
about 10:30 to-night of apoplexy at his 
home in Sixteenth Street here. 

He was preparing to retire and had dis- 
robed. He went to the bathroom, and 
had been there but a moment or two when 
Mrs. Brewer heard the sound of a fall. 
She ran to the room and found her hus- 
band lying unconscious on the floor. She 
telephoned to Judge Ashley M. Gould of 
the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, who lives in the neighborhood. 
Judge Gould ran at once to the Brewer 
house and picked up the Justice and car- 
ried him to his bedroom. Justice Brewer 
was still breathing, but did not regain 
consciousness. 

Then Judge Gould telephoned to Dr. 
A. H. Taylor and Dr. Sterling Ruffin. 
Both responded within a very short time, 
but on their arrival Justice Brewer was 
dead.

David Josiah Brewer was an American 
of the old school, who believed strongly 
in government: by the people and had no 


patience with the modern tendency toward 


centralization. He was not afraid to 
speak out his mind, and the attacks he 
delivered on President Roosevelt in this 
city in 1907 attracted the attention of the 
whole country. 

Justice Brewer was the only member 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
Siates who was not born in this country. 
His father, the Rev. Josiah Brewer, was 
a missionary at Smyrna, in Asia Minor, 
and it is there that he was born on June 
°), 1887. He was graduated from Yale 
College in 1856, and from the Albany Law 
School two years later. In 1859 he began 
to practive law in Leavenworth, Kan., 
and two years later was appointed United 
States Commissioner. From thén he was 
advanced up the judicial ladder gradually. 

Hie was trained in the rough-and-ready 
echool of border litigation, and became 
Judge of the Probate and Criminal Court 
of Leavenworth County in 1863, and Judge 
of the District Court two years later. In 
1869 he stepped down from the bench and 
served for two years as County Attorney 
of Leavenworth. Then he was éiected 
Judge of the Supreme Court in Kansas 
and was re-elected in 1876, and again in 
1882. 

His success in that office attracted the 
attention of President Arthur, and in 1884 
he was appointed Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court. Five years later, 
when he was 52 years old, he was called 
to Washington as Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court. 

He became known as one of the greai 
advocates in,the Supreme Court of indi- 
vidual rights against the tyranny of the 
majority. In delivering an address be- 
fore the New York State Bar Association 
in 1893, he said: 

‘‘Here there is no monarch threaten- 
ing trespass upon an individual. The 
danger is from the multitude—the major- 
ity with whom lies the power.”’

CHICAGO SEES THE AURORA. 





Many Citizens Mistake Illumination for 
Halley’s Comet. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—A_ brilliant dis- 
play of tne aurora borealis last night 
caused excitement among people here 
who are enjoying the Spring evenings 
out of doors. It was recorded by the 
local Observatories before it finally dis- 
appeared about midnight, when the moon 
became too bright for it to be longer 
visible. 

Prof. Frost of the Yerkes Observatory 
at Williams Gay said: ‘‘The aurora 
had not been seen here for three years. 
It was a remarkable display. The north- 
ern lignts are caused by magneto-électri- 
eal disturbances in the atmosphere, in- 
duced by sun eryptions. Prof. Slocum, 
our sun obgerveP, has recently noted 
special activity on the sun. 

“The eruptions take the form of jets 
which shoot from the surface of the sun 
like skyrockets,’’ said Prof. Frost. ‘* They 
are esily visible at the edge of the disk. 
One of them shot out to a length of 150,- 
™) mils, as near as we could estimate. 
It then detached itself from the main body 
and sped through space, a mass of lumi- 
nous gas not dissimilar to a comet. He- 
fore it diappeared it had reached a dis-

REDUCE MINNEAPOLIS RATES. 


Commerce Commission Cuts Freight 
Charges on Flour to Atlantic Seaboard. 


WASHINGTON, March 
State Commerce Commission to-day or- 
dered the laké and rail rates on flour 
from Minneapolis, Minn., to New York 
City and the Atlantic seaboard 
from 23 cents per 100 pounds to 2ile cents, 
beginning May 10. This decides 
famous case of the Northwestern millers 
against the twenty-nine rail and lake 
lines in favor of the millers.

Thorn Prick Went Without Attention 
for a Time, and the Affected Hand 
Failed to Respond to Treatment, 





A scratch from a pineapple thorn, pro- 
ducing swift bloodpoisoning, is believed 
to have been the cause of the death of | 
Mrs. Helen N. Mitchell, a widow, 62 years 
old, of 334 Fourth Street, Brooklyn, who 
died in agony on Sunday. 

The case has puzzled several! 
lyn’s most skilled physicians, and there 
is much discussion as to exactly what 
vaused the poisoning of her blood ‘which 
led to a fatal result more swiftly than 
is usual in such cases. Whether the 
thorn contained a poison natural to it 
or a secretion from some deadly tropical 
insect, such as the tarantula, is a ques- 
which remains undetermined. 

The case of Mrs. Mitchell occupied the 
attention of two leading Brooklyn prac- 
titioners for two weexs—Dr. Jonathan P. 
Veyo and Dr. Russell S. Fowler. On 
March 15 she was preparing a pineapple 
for supper, and upon feeling it one of 
thorns pricked her right hand between 
the thumb and forefinger. The spot be- 
came inflamed. She did not seek medical 
help for some time, but the pain, which 
fast spreading up her arm, finally 
forced her to visit Dr. Deyo, whose of- 
fices are at 360 Ninth Avenue. He saw 
inimediately that'it was a case of blood- 
poisoning. The affected hand failed to re- 
to the usual methods of treating 
such cases. This was partly due to the 
fact that the woman had waited too long 
before consulting a physician. Dr. Deyo 
was satisfied that the condition was due 
some unusual cause, and he called in 
Dr. Fowler in consultation. Atlhough they

given by Senator Allds, and on this more 
than on the story told by Senator Conger 
and Hiram Moe on the stand their de- 
cision will be based. 

They have aiso had an opportunity to 
hear from their constituencies, and every 
report that reaches the Capitol shows 
that the sentiment throughout the State 
is a'] one way.

The Programme for To-day. 


At the decisive meeting to-morrow, 4c- 
cording to the plan adopted by the Sen- 
ate, the question of Allds’s guilt will be 
put as soon as that body resolves itself 
inte Committee of the Whole.

The feat was almost without parallel 
in this part of the country. The robbers 
were within less than fifteen feet of one 
of the main thoroughfares of the city, 
which is brightly HNghted at all hours of 
the night, while the room in which*the 
robbery was accomplished was presuma- 
bly lighted last night. Large windows 
open on the street, and no movement 
could well be made within the room with- 
out observation by passers-by. 

To avoid detection the robbers shifted 
one of the two bookcases obliquely across 
the front of the safe. In this way the 
man operating the drill worked without 
being seen. The drill was first applied 
to the outer door of the vault, which ap- 
parently was pierced with ease, and the 
interior mechanism of the barrier was 
pried away. The same operation was then 
performed upon the inner door. No dyna- 
mite was used. 

Box after box of stamps were removed 
from the vault.

MANILA, March 28.—The report that a) 
fatal aceident had occurred on the U nited | 
States cruiser Charleston was confirmed | 
to-day. Hight men were killed and sev- | 
eral others were alightly injured, 

During practice at sea off Olongap the 
breechlock' of a three-inch gun blew off, 
and its flight across the deck cut through 
a steel sianchion and mowed down the 
men in its path. Seven of the victims 
were killed instantly, and the eighth died 
nus the Charleston was hurrying to Cavite. 

The cause of the explosion is not 
known. Roar Admiral John Hubbard, 
Commander in Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, 
has ordered an investigation. The bodies 
of the victims will be buried at Cavite. 

The Charleston, which is Rear Admiral 
Hubbard’s flagship, returned to the firing 
range to-day. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Rear Ad- 
miral Hubbard, in reporting to the Navy 
Department the explosion on the Charles- 
ton, which resulted in the death of eight 
men, says the accident was probably due 
to the premature discharge of one of the 
guns. The cablegram, which | 
was very brief, stated that a court of in- |

An imposing array of aicernative sites 
for the proposed new County Court House 
was placed before the Mayor's Court 
House Board yesterday at its meeting in 
City Hall.

| Some two dozen sites in various parts 
‘of the’city were advocated at yesterday’s 
| meeting, some of them entirely new sug- 
(gestions, but judging from the discourag- 
ing remarks from members of the board

‘posed sites will receive scant considera- 
'tion. Others were received without con- 
| ment. Kix-Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, 
|Chairman of the Court House Board, an- 
/nounced that the alternative plans would

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SENATE IS DODGING 


‘TART RAILWAY BILL 


For Fourth Time Measure Goes 
Over Because No Senator 
Will Debate It. 








AWAIT TAFT’S AMENDMENTS 





These, It Is Said, Are Being Drafted by 
Attorney General— Neither Side 


Knows Where it Stands.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—An extraor- 
dinary situation presents itself in the 
Senate through the indifference of Sen- 
ators toward the President’s programme 
and their unwillingness at this time to 
take up for serious consideration the most 
important of his recommendations—the 
railroad bill. For at least the fourth time 
since the debate on the bill began the 
Senate adjourned to-day when the day's 
routine was disposed of for the simple 
reason that no Senator could be induced 
to proceed with the discussion of the 
measure. 

For the same reason there was no se€8s- 
sion on Saturday, and for days the Dill 
has received only perfunctory considera- 
tion—being laid aside either in favor of an 
appropriation bill or for some measure 
of less importance, To-day the morning 
hour was spent in the usual routine, and 
when the hour of 2 o’clock arrived the 
Vice President laid before the Senate the 
unfinished business—the railroad bill. 

As no one rose to speak the first amend- 
ment was in order, and that was one of- 
fered irrelevantly by Senator Heyburn 
sume weeks ago establishing special land 
courts in the public land States. Mr. 
Heyburn was asked whether he were 
ready to proceed, and he replied that he 
was, but that he did not think the proper 
time for the discussion of his amendment 
had come. Senator Hale then moved an 
executive session for the consideration of 
the Presidential nominations and adjourn- 
ment was taken immediately thereafter. 

So far there have only been three 
speeches on the bill—those by Senators 
Clapp and Cummins against it and one by 
Senator Elkins in its favor. Other Sena- 
tors have interrupted these set speeches 
with interrogatories and comment, but 
throughout the interest has lagged in 
obvious fashion. The explanation is just 
as the opponents of the measure have in- 
timated in their attacks—Senator Elkins 
and the nominal supporters of the bill do 
not care for their task, and stand for the 
bill only at the President’s request. 

As for the opponents, they feel that no 
defense has been made against which 
they can direct their attaek, and as cer- 
tain amendments promised by Mr. Elkins 
have not yet come in they are not cer- 
tain whether criticisms formulated now

These 
amendments, it is said, are now being 
drafted in the Attorney General's office, 
and until copies are sent him Mr. Elkins, 
the nominal author of the bill, can make 
no statement on the subject. 


TAFT TO USE HOUSE CAUCUS. 


Plans to Push Commerce Bill and 
Others by This Agency.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—President 
Taft is beginning to work openly for a 
caucus of the House Republicans to ar- 
range a programme for the enactment of 
the Administration's legislation, especially 
the bill amending the inter-State com- 
merce law. He has talked with several 
members of the House recently on the 
subject, and this morning brought the 
matter up with Representatives Townsend 
of Michigan and Fish of New York. Fish 
is an out-and-out insurgent and Townsend 
a pretty near insurgent.

zecently the President ‘has been using 
members of the Ohio delegation in the 
House as agents of some of his ideas. 
It will be recalled that when he brought 
about the caucus that selected the House 
members of the Ballinger-Pinchot In- 
vestigating Committee, he secured first 
the united support of the Ohio Republi- 
cans. He let it be known widely then 
that he was heartily in favor of the cau- 
cus idea, and should expect to see the 
same method adopted for settling diffi- 
culties that might arise later in the ses- 
sion. There was a good deal of talk 
then to the effect that the President 
would ask the House Republicans to hold 
a caucus on each of. the Administration 
bills as they came along for action. The 
Inter-State Commerce bill is the first one 
to reach the point where action is possi- 
ble in the near future; and the Presi- 
dent is now preparing the way for the 
caucus which'shall lay out the programme 
to be followed with this bill, and make 
it a party measure. The insurgents are 
not .opposed to a caucus although some 
of them will insist on endeavoring to 
amend the bill to their liking, no matter 
what the caucus may arrange. 

The President is also losing no oppor- 
tunity to make it plain that he is not 
demanding the enactment of the identical 
bill drafted by Attorney General Wick- 
ersham. Early in the session the im- 
pression gained currency that because 
the various bill representing the Ad- 
ministration desires for legislation had 
all been drawn up by members of the 
Cabinet, the President would insist that 
those measures should be adopted as sub- 
mitted, without substantial amendment. 
When the Commerce bill was introduced 
it met with radical opposition. at’ once 
from Republicans of both House and Sen- 
ate. There was much sarcastic comment 
from both ends of the Capitol regarding 
the necessity of taking their medicine 
without crossing a ‘‘t’’ or dotting an “i.” 

Then following a conference. with the 
President by Senators Aldrich and Crane, 
it hecame known that the President was 
willing to have ‘“friendly.’’’ amendments 
made to his bills. By “ friendly,” it was 
explained, the President.'meant amend- 
ments which were in harmony with the 
spirit of the bills. He was then opposed 
and is still to any amendment that seeks 
to alter the purpose or character of the 
bill, or that would have such an effect 
no matter what its purpose. He believes 
that certain peuvent Senators would 
like to amend the bill in such fashion that 
assed, just for the sake 
of the trouble that it would create. He 
will fight such amendments as hard as 
he can. 

There is every prospect that there will

| be plenty of trouble in the Senate before 


the commerce bill is finally passed. In 
the House the President believes that a 
great deal of that can be avoided by tak- 
ng the bill up‘in caucus and arranging 
there the programme for it on the floor.

Greene bill, which makes such interfer- 
ence a misdemeanor, while the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee recommended the ap- 
pointment of a board of seven experts to 
investigate the situation. 

The Greene bill provides that all wire- 
less operators, and the companies em- 
ploying them, shall be licensed by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
such licenses being revokable in event of 
the violation of any of the provisions of 
the proposed law. Messages and Signals 
relating to the distress of ships. at sea 
have priority over all other forms of 
ewireless communication. The transmis- 
sion of false and fraudulent *messages ig 


punishable by a fine of not more than 
$2,500 or imprisonment for not more than 
five years. 

The President receives authority to 
establish from time to time regulations, 
by designations of wave lengths or other- 
wise, governing commercial companies, 
such regulations to be enforced by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. . 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs 
adopted a report of a sub-committee, of 
which Representative Roberts is Chair- 
man, recommending the establishment of 
a wireless board of seven members, who 
shall make investigations and report to 
Ccngress December next what legislation 
may be necessary to prevent interference 
with wireless messages. 


PROFITS FROM FREE TRADE. 


New Tariff Provisions Increase Philip- 
pine Government’s Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The free 
trade provision of the new tariff act be- 
tween the United States and the Philip- 
pines, according to official reports from 
Manila, has resulted in a considerable in- 
crease in the customs and internal rev- 
enue receipts of the Philippine Govern- 
ment. The Bureau of Insular Affairs of 
the War Department has received a tele- 
gram stating that 7% members of the 
Philippine Assembly out of a total of 81 
had opened a special session at Baguio, 
the Summer capital. 

The object of the session is to provide 
for the continuation of work on public 
improvements already undertaken and to 
consider authorizing additional projects 
which had not been authorized prior to 
the regular session 
because of the fear that the new tariff 
arrangement would so decrease revenues 
that they would not be sufficient to per- 
mit of such works. This, however, has 
not been the case, and the Philippine 
Government now finds itself in excellent 
shape to continue these improvements.

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POSTAL SAVINGS UP SOON. 


To Report Bill to House April 15—De- 
bate May Begin Sooner.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The House 
will have an early opportunity to vote 
upon the Postal Savings Bank bill in line 
with plans, outlined to-day by the Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads. 
The full committee instructed the sub- 
committee having charge:of the bill to 
make a report upon it before April 15, 
and, as soon as the measure is ready, it 
will be submitted at once to the House. 

Debate upon the postal savings bank, 
however, will not await the actual report 
of the bill to the House. Representative 
Fowler of New Jersey said to-day that 
he would address the House to-morrow 
in opposition to the postal bank plan and 
also in opposition to the proposal of a 
central bank at Washington. it is prob- 
able that under the license permitted by 
general debate on appropriation bills, oth- 
ers may speak for or against the Admin- 
istration measure prior to April 15. 

The House Post Office Committee also 
decided to-day to give hearings on the 
advisability of establishing a parcels post. 
The committee named April 25 as the 
date upon which hearings will begin, and 
at that time representatives of the Farm- 
ers’ Union will probably appear in ad- 
svocacy of such a proposal. 

The committee directed the sub-com- 
mittee, of which Representative Stafford 
ig Chairman, to report at the earliest 
possible moment its plans for the reor- 
ganization of the Post Office Department 
with a view to putting that department 
on a businesslike basis.

KILLED RIGH BAKER 


Chicago Chemist Finds Arsenic in 
Remnants of Meal and in Or- 
gans of Alexander J. Moody. 








CARRIED $15,000 INSURANCE 





Mcody’s Widow the Beneficiary—He 
Was Almost Poisoned a Year 
Ago—Police Mystified. 





CHICAGO, March 28.—That Alexander 
J. Moody, a wealthy baker, died of 
arsenic poisoning on Feb. 20 was the as- 
sertion made to-day by Coroner Hoffman 
after an investigation. Death had been 
reported as due to ptomaines. The poison 
Was contained in Hamburger steak eaten 
by Mr. Moody, according to the Coroner, 
but the manner in which it was placed in 
theemeat cannot be solved by the Coroner 
or the police. 
| Mr. Moody, like his brothers, Frank, a 
'son-in-law of Congressman Moxley, and 
| Charles H. Moody, inherited a consider- 
able fortune from his father, founder of 
the pie-baking firm of Moody & Waters, 
'of which Charles H. is the head. Alex- 
| ander was Secretary. He oecupied a fine 
| residence in Chicago, owned a Summer 
| residence in Wisconsin, and a farm at 
St. Charles, Ill. 
| On Feb. 17, the steak which it is be- 
lieved caused his death was purchased. 

The family partook of the meat on Sat- 
| urday. Sunday morning Mr. Moody took 
| breakfast alone. The meal was prepared 
‘by Agnes Hartwick, a servant,

What was left of the steak had 
| rolled into balls by Miss Hartwick

The closely restricted but remarkable 
and impressive collection of rugs and 
tapestries now hanging on the walls of 
the American Art Galleries and belong- 
ing to tha collection of the late Charles 
T. Yerkes, will give lovers of art capable 
of responding to the abstract appeal of 
pattern and color nearly as much pleas- 
ure as they can hope to receive from the 
pictures in the collection. 

Apart from their craftsmanship, which 
in many instances approaches perfection, 


and from the mastery of color harmony 
shown particularly. in the Polish speci- 
mens, these ancient rugs can be trusted 
to interest their owners on the side least 
honored in art, the side, however, which 
is most emphasized in the’greatest mas-~- 
terpieces, that of the ‘‘ human interest 
which has become the by-word of the 
man in the street. 

The deep2r you go into the history of rug- 
making the more you find of emblematic 
value in the designs, many of them telling 
Obvious stories, the hidden meaning Ol 
which has been revealed by the erudite, as 
where the spotted leopard felis the deer, 
symbolizing the night that kills the day 

na evil that falls upon goodness to de- 

troy it, and in the colors which are no 
less frequently symbols of a definite idea 
in the mind of the artist. If our modern 
craftsmen succeed in grasping this basic 
principle of the decorative arts of ancient 


‘ periods, the expression of an idea through 


‘the craftsmanship, they will be well start- 
ed on the road to that intellectual distinc- 
tion which the true artist never confuses 
with ‘ literary ’’ quality or motive. 

Often the idea is purely pictorial, such 
@oone as we associate with our repre- 
sentative landscape. Take, for example, 
@ small carpet that hangs in the upper 
gallery—no interpreter is needed for the 
impression conveyed of a glad Summer 
scene surrounding the designer as he 
worked under the profound inspiration of 
nature. The wide border of modulated 
green, as pure as Clear water in quality, 
Suggests a deep pool in leafy woods, the 
surface of which reflects floating clouds 
and the verdure of the banks. The floral 

attern of the centre is delicate, yet 
right in color, and a strong scroll of 
vivid blue, holding together the factors 
of the design, achieves its artistic pur- 
pose. no less capably for bringing into 
the mind also the deep blue of the sky 
prem through the-tops of trees in full 
eaf. 

The Polish weavers seem to have been 
more intensely moved by the moods and 
seasons of nature than the Persians, and 
to have treated it in a spirit not unlike 
that of the modern landscape _ school, 
achieving an impressionistic beauty quite 
different in type from that of the more 
conventional Persian fabrics, a beauty 
much less severe, much more opulent and 
untrammeled. One feels the same differ- 
ence in comparing Chinese with Japanese 


. landscapes. * 


The Persians, however, were past mas- 
ters in the art of conveying symbolically 
individual states of mind. Observe the 
sixteenth century carpet, the blossom- 
strewn ground, the bright gold of the 
central medallion, the feast of the Per- 
sian spirits taking place in a garden with 
paroquets disporting themselves, and real- 
istically portrayed animais’. distributed 
throughout the middle part of the field; 
Or another rug, also of the sixteenth cent- 
ury, with its suggestions of warfare and 
tumult in the centre, animals fiercely 
preying upon other animals, and a certain 
stiff balance of masses, giving a military 
order to the combat, while in the border 
a gentle tranquillity of rhythm and daint- 
iness of color suggest peace after yic- 
torious battle. 

This highly imaginative treatment of art 
material is notable in all the great ex- 
amples of decorative art in the past, 
which prove as many times as they are 
seen how little art of any kind needs to 
depend upon its representative elements 


in order to affect the emotions, and also |

how free from interference with 
aesthetic character of the work the most 
complicated story conceivable may be 
kept by an artist of sufficient, intellectual 
endowment. ‘. 

The purely aesthetic qualities of the 
rugs in the collection are of an order to 
evoke enthusiasm in either the least in- 
structed or the most deeply initiated ob- 
server. Whether we are won by the pas- 
sionate harmonies of the Polish pieces 
with their problematical origin and their 
softened gleam of silver threads still liv- 


ing though enfeebled after centuries of ex- | 


posure, or by the vigorous dignity and 
strong grave tones of the Ardebil carpets 
with their technical refinement and relig- 
ious ,character, the creative power of the 
designers is clearly apparent to us. What

In the case of one piece, 
Mosque Carpet of Ardebil,’’ there is the 
additional interest of history and ro- 
mance. The Ardebil carpet that has hung 
for many years in the South Kensington 
Museum has been considered the most 
important Oriental fabric in the world, 
but also has been under a cloud of mys- 
tery, into which have crept from time to 
time lurid insinuations of chicanery. In 
Mr. Mumford’s notes for the Yerkes cat- 
alogue he now explains all that was not 
understood concerning this carpet, and 
clears up once for all the doubts connected 
with it. It appears that it was one ot 
two great carpets practically identical in 
size, texture, design, and coloring. Both 
were badly dilapidated and the one that 
was ultimately placed in South hKensing- 
ton reached London in tatters. Edward 
Stebbing, in whose hands the matter rest- 
ed, learned that the other carpet was 
still retained at Ardebil, and, securing it, 
took from it such portions as served to 
replace the parts missing from its com- 
panion. Thus the great labor of restora- 
tion was completed, and the composite 
carpet was purchased by subscription 
started by William Morris and others for 

resentation to the South Kensington 

useum. 

Mr. Mumford adds: 

“Prompted by a keen and perhaps too 
sensitive regard for the opinion of the 
British public, Mr. Stebbing put away the 
splendid ruins of the second carpet, and 
even its existence was kept secret from 
all save a few persons. It was only after 
several years that it was restored to any- 
thing like completeness, by the addition of 
wholly foreign and irferior border sec- 
tions, to take the piace of the much wider 
ones removed, and the carpet was after- 
.ward disposed of to the present owner, 
solely on the condition that it should be 
permanently removed,from England. 

‘That is‘ the mystery—or perhaps, bet- 
ter, the ‘* bogile’’—of the Ardebli mosque 
carpets. In view of what has been ac- 
complished, it is an open question whether 
the relic here displayed. robbed of its 
splendid borders and hegirt. only by the 
coarse framing of a cheap Feraghan 
Kurdish Kali, is not, from the standpoint 
of historic moment, as well as from that 
of sheer sentiment, the more interesting 
fabric of the two.’’ 

The tapestries, although exceedingly 

andsome specimens of their class, can 
fhardly rank with the carpets in artistic 
quality. Three come from the collection 
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of the Princess de Sagan, and were woven | 
at the Gobelin ateliers during the latter 
century. The 
‘Vulcan and Venus,’ from a design by 
Boucher, is charming in texture, but the 
big, pale sky is rather empty of interest 
and the design is overelaborated in the 
detail of the figures. The Brussels cloth- 
of-gold tapestry of the seventeenth cent- 
ury is magnificent in rich color and ma- 
terial, and the design is appropriate to 
the extravagant sentiment of the superb 
fabric, but is not in itself of a high order 
of art. The Brussels Teniers tapestries, 
from the merry designs of David Teniers 
the Younger, have a naiveté and vivacity 
for which we.Jook in vain in the more 
sumptuous and valuable ieces.

CLAUSEN CALLED VANDAL 


Counsel for Evans Bitterly Attacks Art 
Dealer—Evans’s “ Patriotism Was 
Profitable,” Defense Replies. 





The suit of William T. Evans, the art 
collector, against William Clausen, the art 
deajer, for the purchase price of two 
paintings presented by Mr. Evans to the 
National Gallery at Washington after 
Clausen had sold them to him under the 
representation that they were the works 
of Homer D. Martin, and the authenticity 
of which is now questioned, will go to the 
jury this morning. Justice Page will 
charge the jury at 9:30 o'clock. In the 
afternoon. yesterday both sides summed 
up after offering testimony in rebuttal 
during the morning. Ex-Judge Hatch, 
who summed up for Evans, said: 

‘This suit is brought to vindicate the 
memory of a man who is dead. It is 
brought to protect this man’s public bene- 
factions; it is for the benefit of the whole 
people. His desire. not to glorify him- 
self but to lift up American art and pro- 
vide enjoyment for the people. created 
the opportunity for these vandals to prey 
on the memory of the dead and the gen- 
erosity of the living. Clausen was Evans's 
friend. He gave Clausen $50,000 or $60,- 
000 and then Clausen betrayed him.” 

Judge Hatch declared that Dawson's 
admission that he had painted over the 
“Late Afternoon at Medfield’”’ branded 
him as a vandal. He characterized 
Clausen’s declaration that he kept the 
paintings at in a separate ledger, 
which had been stolen, as a ‘‘ miserable 
subterfuge.’ His remarks regarding F. 
Hopkinson Smith's fall from the witness 
stand made even Justice Page smile. 
Calls Smith 

‘‘Mr. Smith never stopped talking from 
the time he started to fall till he picked 
himself up and resumed the chair,’’ said 
the lawyer. ‘‘ He ts a walking dictionary 
of words. He never painted an oil paint- 
ing which he dared to keep in this coun- 
try. He had never seen but one picture 
by Martin before he came here to testify, 
and then he climbed up on a chair at the 
Century Club to see it half an hour before 
he came here.”’

CHARGES FRAUD IN ART DEAL. 


J. E. Stillwell Sues Emil Paculiy for 
$3,800 After a Trade of Paintings. 


John E. Stillwell of this city has begun 
suit in the Supreme Court to recover 


$3,800 from Emil Pacully, an art dealer 
of New York and Berlin, whom he 
charges with defrauding him in a picture 
deal. Pacully has a gallery at 16, Unter 
der Linden, Berlin. His New York home 
is at 140 West Fifty-seventh Street. 

According to the papers on file in the 
case, the plaintiff, within the present 
month, made a trade in Berlin w th Pa- 
cully, whereby he gave him a landscape 
attributed to Cornelius Huysmans, valued 
at $2,000, and a portrait of Charles IX., 
alleged to be from the brush of an early 
Flemish artist, but of only nominal value, 
in exchange for two paintings, one cred- 
itably presumed to be by Peter Paul Ru- 
bens, known as “ Thetis Plunging Achil- 
les Into the Styx,’’ and a landscape rep- 
resented to be the work of Jan Van 
Goyen, entitled ‘‘ A Scene on the Meuse.”’ 
Mr. Stillwell insists that with the ex- 
saange he paid a cash difference of $135,- 
Ww, 

The charge is made that Pacully at the 
time well knew that the Van Goyen was 
not genuine, and ‘‘in truth and fact is 
not worth to exceed the sum of $200."” 
The petitioned states that the Rubens, the 
authenticity of which he does not seem 
to dispute, is worth about $13,000. But 
because of the exchange Mr. Stillwell 
figures that he has been damaged to the 
extent of the $3,800 demanded.

Justice Betts Orders Reductions

Practically Every Employe of the Sys- 
tem Will Benefit by New Schedules 
—Other Roads Still Unsettled. 





Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 28.— 
Every demand of the Brotherhoods of 
Trainmen, Conductors, and Yardmen of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad has been granted by the road. 
The formal agreement was signed early 
this evening in the general offices of the 
road in this city, with General Manager 
Higgins and the General Superintendent 
Pollock, representing the railroad, and L. 
E. Shepard the Conductors, and C. H. 
Sines the Trainmen’s Brotherhoods. 

A liberal wage increase and a shorten- 
ing of the hours of work have been 
agreed upon. Practically every em- 
ploye of the New Haven system is af- 
fected by the increase, according to the 
statement given out by the representa- 
tives of the brotherhoods late to-night. 

To-day’s conference, which was under- 
taken after negotiations had been broken 
off Saturday because the brotherhood rep- 
resentatives would not accept the wage 
schedule offered them by President Mel- 
lén of the railroad, was called at the 
wish of Mr. Mellen, who tu-day invited 
the brotherhood officials to present their 
scheme. They offered practically the 
Chicago wages rate plan, and after a few 
Slight modifications this was accepted 
by the railroad representatives with the 
proviso that this will be adapted to va- 
rious districts and wranches of the rail- 
road later. 

The wage schedule includes the pay- 
ment of the conductors and trainmen on 
the basis of miles instead of hours, as 
formerly. The old minimum wage for 
conductors wag raised from $3.60 to $4.20, 
and 100 miles was Qeclared to constitute 
the basis of a day's work. Overtize 
work will be paid for at the rate of 42 
cenis an hour. 

For electric conductors an increase from 
$2.70 to $4.20 daily was granted. Steam 
ticket collectors were granted a raise 
from $2.40 to $3.35 and electric ticket col- 
lectors the same. Baggagemen receive a 
raise from $2.40 to $2.75, and brakemen 
from $2.20 to $2.55. Overtime pay for 
ticket collectors was placed at 33 cents 
an hour, and that of baggagemen at 27 
cents an hour. .Flagmen and brakemen 
receive an overtime wage of 25 cents an 
hour. The wages of freight conductors 
were raised from $.0335 to $.0363 a mile. 
and those of freight flagmen from $.0245 
to $.0252 a mile. Brakemen’s wages were 
raised from $.0235 to $.0242 a mile, and a 
100-mile run was placed as ihe standard 
day’s labor. 

In the cases of freight trains with a run 
under 100 miles daily, the hours of work 
for the crew were lowered from eleven 
to ten hours as the maximum. The ques- 
tion of seniority in making promotion 
was left undecided. 

The increases will mean an additional 
expense to the road of about $500,000 a 
year. 


BALTIMORE, March 28.—It was learned 
to-day that the Western Maryland Rail- 
road Company has granted its locomdtive 
engineers an increase in wages of about 
S per cent. About 200 men are affected. 

The conferences over wages and service 
conditions, which have been in progress 
between the engineers of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad and the management for 
the last two weeks, were continued to- 
day. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 28.—The 
Board of Arbitration, which had in hami 
the controversy between the Big Four 
Railway and its telegraphers, reached an 
agreement late to-day. The operators are 
to receive increased wages amounting in 
the aggregate to $3,400 a month. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Officials 
here are optimistic as to the outcome of 
the various controversies between Eastern 
railroads and their conductors and train- 
men. Satisfaction was expressed that the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Road 
had settled its differences with its men. 
This case was settled without the inter- 
vention of the mediators appointed under 
the Erdman act to take a hand in such 
cases.

Mrs. Fiske, returning for her annual 
New York engagement, was very warmly 
welcomed at the Lyceum Theatre last 
night, where an audience, obviously at- 
tracted by the actress rather than by 
the play, found Ibsen’s “ Pillars of So- 
ciety ’’’ in effect a moderately interesting 
novelty. Well mounted and well acted, 
the present production may be regarded 
as practically the first one of the play in 
English in this city, though it has been 
attempted at before. At that 
time, however, the result was a complete 
fiasco. No such harsh comment may be 
made about the present performance, 
though it would be as far from the truth 
to say that “ Pillars of Society” even 
under the very best conditions is a work 
which on our stage is calculated to arouse 
any great enthusiasm. Written before 
Ibsen had completely mastered construc- 
tion, it is not without dramatic high- 
lights, but is somewhat deficient in sus- 
tained and definite interest. Or, one 
should say, perhaps, that the interest 
develops somewhat slowly. 

The first act is exceedingly clumsy, the 


least once 


-gecond not without discursiveness, while 


the whole suffers more or less by an in- 
directness in development of motives and 
‘in coming to the issue. However, these 
facts apart, the play is valuable as a 
piece of literature and as a link in the 
chain of Ibsen's dramatic writings. And 
as an earlier exposition of an effective 
means of stimulating the public conscience 
through a theatrical representation of so- 
.cial misdoings it is an interesting docu- 
ment. The characters, however, lack any 
great vitality, and even as acted last 
‘night—and excellently acted in several in- 
stances—they do not take hold of the 
‘imagination very powerfully. Ultimately, 
it is true, one does get interested in the 
‘dramatic denouément, but the return of 
the boy Olaf, after his father’s sin has 
apparently doomed him to death, brings 
‘an anti-climax; and the sudden conver- 
sion of Consul Bernick and the general 


\ promise of happiness all around weakens 


the effect of the moral of the tale. It is 
as if Ibsen were for once preaching that 
@ man may be what he likes and so long 

s he likes—all will be well if he repents 
in time. And that, though it is a doc- 
trine that is not unpopular, is scarcely 

© one which the stern moralist may re- 
gard without a smile. 

In producing the play Mrs. Fiske cannot 
be charged with having chosen a work 
which would enable her to shine above 
her surroundings, and she is entitled to 
consideration for a self-repression which 
ais very rare. Her Lona Hessel is con- 
spicuous, however, as a well-thought-out 
and well-delivered characterization which, 
if it does not quite convey a sense of the 
woman’s dominant strength—almost mas- 
culine as one reads the play—is rather re- 
markable in its blending of her several 
other phases. Obviously Lona Hessel is 
‘not a mawkishly sentimental person, and 
vet there is in her, with the blend of 
courage and common sense, a vein of hu- 
man sympathy which sweetens and hue- 
manizes tne entire character. It is this, 
too, which makes her at times ironic 
rath¢e: than avridly sarcastic—a _ fact 
which Mrs. Fiske appears to have borne in 
mind. As a result, Lona Hessel, in her in- 
terpretation, emerges a woman of fine 
cuurage and determination, and yet one 
who, in spite of her freedom of thought 
and action, is distinctly feminine. Mrs. 
Iiske s Lona Hessel, in short, thuugh she 
would undoubtedly be ae svyinpathizer, 
woula certainly not be found among tne 
militant suffragettes. 

in the hands of an atcomplished player 
Consul Bernick becomes the. more active 
figure of the play, and Mr. Holbrook 
Blinn, who had the rdle last night, is con- 
siderably more than competent in the 
ordinary meaning of the term. His Ber- 
nick has dignity and power, conveys un- 
derstandingly the reasors for the Con- 
Suls general supremacy in his commu- 
nity, and is admirably constructed to 
bring out as well the sense of the man’s 
moral weakness. It is no easy task for an 
actor—this conveyance of a sort of dual 
personality—if the thing is to be done 
With enough subtlety to allow one to 
have faith in its effect on those immedi- 
ately in contact with the character, that 
is to say, the other people of the story. 
But Mr. Blinn acomplishes just the result 
at which it is possible to assume the 
playwright aimed. 

The cast generally meets the require- 
ments, and several of the lesser figures 
are admirably acted. Sheldon Lewis gives 
color to the rich sketch of the shipbuilder, 
and Edward Mackey is splendidly direct, 
vigorous, and clean-cut as Johan Tenne- 
sen. Also the three merchants are well 
differentiated by Wilfred Buckland, T. 
N. Hefron, and Fuller Mellish, the last 
named providing an especially humorous 
bit, but as an actor of great experience 
he shouid avoid the by-play, which de- 
tracts from Dr. Rorlund’s speech, played 
very well by Henry Stephenson. Virginia 
Kline, though sympathetic as Mrs. Ber- 
nick, is somewhat passive in tense mo- 
ments. Dina Dorf neatly acted by 
Merle Maddern.

On what, it is presumed, is a nearly 
correct representation of the stage ot 
Shakespeare's time, The New Theatre 
last night presented ‘“‘ The Winter's Tale, 
with no material change of scene and 
with but few properties. From the way 
with which the large audience watcned 
the performance it was evident that there 
was no need of external embellishment to 
make the drama interesting, even in the 
long, actionless scenes in the early part 


The arrangement of the stage last night 
included a platform, or apron, that ex- 
tended over the footlights and orchestra 
pit, and an inner stage curtained with 
tapestries and surmounted by a balcon) 
extending on the three sides of a square. 
The entrances were through curtained 
doorways opening on the outer stage. 
Scenery indicating the nature of the loca- 
tion of each scene was set on the inne! 
stage and disclosed by @ withdrawal of 
the tapestry curtains. For exteriors these 
curtains were of green, ornamented with 
conventionalized birds and flowers. The 
interior curtains showed pictures of battle 
and the chase. The musicians, who played 
between the scenes, were hidden behind 
these curtains. The play was given with 








practically no waits, except for an inter- 
mission of ten minutes between the third | 
and fourth acts. 

Onlv a few cuts were made in the ver-, 
sion of the play used last night. A num.-| 
ber of individual lines were omitted, and | 
Act IIl., Scene 1, was cut out entirely, 
as was the speech of Time at the begin- | 
ning of Act. IV. About a hundred lines) 
were taken from Act V., Scene 2, which, 
according to a note on the programme, 
oniv tended to clog the action, and is 
scored out in Collier's version ‘‘as if not 
originally acted.’ The costumes worn 
were Elizabethan. 

How much of the play's interest last 
night was due to the charming reading ot 
Edith Wynne Matthison in the rdle of 
Hermione would be difficult to estimate. 
The purity of her tones and the general 
clarity of her enunciation made it possi- 
ble to follow with enjoyment all of her | 
epeeches. Rose Coghlan’s Paulina called | 
forth much applause, as did the act- 
ing of Ferdinand Gootschalk as the 
Clown and Albert Bruning as Autolycus. 
Miss Leah Bateman-Hunter 45 Perdita 
brought a charm of youth to the rdéle, and 
Henry Stanford as Florizel made a part 
of an agreeable picture. Henry Kolker 
played Leontas and Charles Balsar AD- | 
peared in the réle of the otner King.

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ADMINISTRATION DRAFTS. 


Prominent Lawyers Are Already Dis- 
cussing Their Expediency. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The publication of THe TrmeEs’s editorial 
article yesterday on ‘ Executive Law- 
making’’. has precipitated the immedi- 
ate launching of an interesting discussion. 

It seems that for months a number of 
well-known lawyers have been examining 
the subject. It has been found that the 
practice of furnishing Congress with draft 
bills, prepared by or under the_direction 
of the President, is not novel. Such bills 
and even joint resolutions were sent to 
Congress, along with special messages 
urging their adoption, by nearly every 
President from Lincoln to Harrison. Apart 
from Ambassador Bryce, writers on this 
topic appear to have been familiar with 
none of the precedents. 

A few weeks ago it was learned on high 
authority that President Taft has adopted 
in his messages to Congress on special 
subjects the plan of advising Congress 
that, at his request, the head of one of 
the departments has prepared @ bill em- 
bodying the suggestions in the message, 
which bill is at the disposal of the ap- 
propriate committee of Congress, if they 
see fit to. ask for it. In instances of 
this kind, the committee have promptly 
asked for the bill, and have discussed it. 

The question arises whether this plan is 
a wise one, and whether it can be use- 
fully extended by reverting to the prac- 
tice sanctioned by Lincoln and Cleve- 
land. Unanimity of opinion is not to be 
expected among such a variety of men 
as Moorfield Story, Frederick J. Stimson, 
John H. Benton, the Hon. Josiah Quincy, 
Victor Morawetz, Staniey W. Dexter, 
Charles C. Burlingham, Lewis L. Dela- 
field, Henry de Forest Baise, Frederick 
A. Cleveland, the Hon. John"C. Spooner, 
the Hon. Herbert Parsons, and the Hon. 
Charles G. Washburn. Some of these 
lawyers heartily share THE TIMES’s opin- 
ion. 

In order that public discussion of these 
questions shail be definite and certain, 
ihe proposal is made: 

I. That, whenever the President shall 
recommend a measure to Congress, he 
cause a draft bill to be prepared giv- 
ing such measure definite form. 

If. That, in so doing, he seek from 
Congressional leaders such aid as he 
and his Cabinet may deem fit. 

lit. That each draft be transmitted 
to Congress with a memorandum giv- 
ing the reasons for recommending the 


measure, and be at the same time 
made public. 





Advantages Suggested. 

1. Saving ef time.—Full adoption of 
the proposal would furnish Congress, 
at the beginning of each session, with 
an Administraticn legislative pro- 
gramme of draft bills ready for con- 
sideration. Congressional committees 


could at once start work upon these 
bills, without spending weary weeks 
in devising and revising bills of their 
own On the same subjects. There 
would be avoided much loss of time in- 
cident to the confusion that arises 
from the lack of a fixed starting point 
for discussion. 

2. Prompt and efficient expression of 
public opinion.—The public andthe press 
would have opportunity for studying 
and criticising important measures 
from the beginning of the session at 
which they are to be considered. Fur- 
nished in December. with the neces- 
sary data for making up its mind as to 
important bills, the public could ob- 
viously give Congress more intelligent 
aia than when furnished data near 
the end of the session, and would as 
obviously be less liable to stampede or 
exploitation. 

3. Better placing of responsibility.— 
The present practice renders it diffi- 
cult to apportion responsibility between 
President and Congress. Congressmen, 
responsible even in theory to their re- 
spective constituencies only, often vote 
as if chieflv mindful of the interests 
that secured their election. In look- 
ing to Congress for legislative effectu- 
ation of its will, the nation looks to 
men not even in theory responsible to 
it, and imperfectly capable of subor- 
dinating their own predilections to the 
general good.’ For lack of common un- 
derstanding as to what the Adminis- 
tration policy is, the individual mem- 
ber often remains defenseless against 
reproach from constituents who elected 
him to support the Administration. The 
practice proposed would clarify and 
define important public questions, and 
render it impossible to convict Con- 
gressmen of party treason for votes 
cast in support of what they believed 
to be an Administration policy. 

In fact as in theory, the President 
is responsible to the Nation. The Na- 
tion looks to him as its own particular 

‘hired man,” hired to do its will. 
For doing his part toward effectuating 
the National will, he is and ought to 
be held responsible. He ought not, 
however, to be expected or tempted 
to propose fo Congress itn general 
terms legislation of a popular but im- 
practicable character. If Presidential 
drafts failed to express the National 
will in practicable form, the Pra@i- 
dent would be responsible. If they ex- 
pressed the National will in practicable 
form and failed of enactment, the Na- 
tion would know where to place the re- 
sponsibility. 

4. Less danger of improper influences 
on legistation. -Under the present prac- 
tice, it is during their prenatal com- 
mittee stage that measures can be 
most easily stifled or perverted. Es- 
pecially Js this true of measures that 
have neither definite form nor acknowl- 
edged paternity. and that the public 
therefore has nd Tete ol means of judg- 
ing. In the case, however, of a meas- 
ure already approved in principle by 
the Nation, given concrete form and 
officially urged by the President, and 
published throughout the country, 
secret attempts to stifle it or to per- 
vert it would less easily escape dis- 
closure, and would—whether inspired 
by. personal whim, bv sectional or fac- 
tional prejudice, or by corrupt motive 

tend to subject their author to po- 
litical punishment. Moreover, the Pres- 
ident would find it easier to detect and 
resist improper influences intended to 
affect his draft bills than to refuse 
assent to bills enacted through such 
influences.

special officers of the Department of 
Justice. This task could hardly fail 
to be performed better by persons 
officially acquainted with the opera- 
tion of Federal law and charged with 
the duty of its enforcement than by 
persons who have no official part in 
administering law and are not official- 
Iv familiar with its practical opera- 
tion. Not onlv does inexpert drafting 
mean costiv administration, but it af- 
fords improper influences, prized op- 
portunity for underhand dealing. 
Without the sacrifice of any advan- 
taze incident to the present method, 
the proposal offers the continual gain 
of inereased expert work and more 
intelligent public criticism. 


Objections, and Answers Thereto. 


A. confusion = of 
powers.— character of 
measures by the Presi- 
dent would be rendered clearer by the 
practice proposed, his powers would be 
more rather than less clearly defined, 
and confusion of his powers with those 
of Congress would be lessened rather 
than increased. Examination of the 
Constitutional debates shows the de- 
baters less anxious to establish a 
strictly tune rorm of government 
than to devise one that would prove 
practical and lasting. . 

B. Tendency to affront Congress.— 
No affront seems to have been felt 
in any of the instances where draft 
bills were transmitted by the Presi- 
dent. The President is required by the 
c‘onstitution, and is expected by Con- 
gress, to recommend measures. If 
his recommendations are not received 
as an affront when couched in lan- 
guage that is general and by some 
occasionally found obscure, and even 
when they are impracticable—it is dif- 
ficult to see how they would be ren- 
dered offensive by being offered in def- 
inite and practicable form. 

Cc. Tendency to endanger Presiden- 
tial prestige.—In case the President's 
drafts were disregarded, it is not easy 
to see how his prestige would thereby 
be more harmed than by disregard of 
messages containing recommendations 
not embodied in bill form. If the 
President's drafis were bad, his pres- 
tige might and ought to suffer. If his 
drafts were good and were disregarded, 
impairment of prestige would be suf- 
fered by those who disregarded them, 
rather than by him who offered them. 

D. Embarrassment to President incase 
Presidential drafts were amended.—

E. Danger of-increasing President’s 
powers.—His only increase of power 
would be derived from more intelligent, 
direct, and speedy public support. The 
real increase of power would accrue to 
the people—enabled to render their sup- 
port more effective. If his draft bills 
won such support, the power thus 

ained would be beneficent. ‘If they 
tacked such support they would afford 
no added power whatever. 


$220,000 FOR GRACE CHURCH. 





Given Since Jan. 1—Children’ s Memor- 
ial to Dr. Huntington. 


The Treasurer of Grace Church, Broad- 
way and Tenth Street, declined yesterday 
to give the exact amount of money put 
on the plates in that ehurch on Easter 
Dav. He said that so many gifts were 
in the form of pledges, and that amounts 
were so involved in other plans, that a 
mere statement of the Easter offering 
would be misleading. The Treasurer is 
William R. Stewart, and he made this 
statement: 

‘* Since Jan. 1 $220,000 has been given or 
pledged by communicants of Grace Parish 
and friends of the late rector with which 
to clear from debt the land, which is to 
be nametl the Huntington Close, and be a 
permanent Huntington memorial. Between 
this date and May 1 the entire amount 
will have been paid in and the plot 
wholly freed from mortgage indebted- 
ness. 

‘Huntington Close is the open space. at 
the corner of Broadway and Tenth Street. 
This memorial will be sodded and laid out 
in a garden, to be enjoyed by all. No au- 
ditorium will be arranged around the out- 
door pulpit. Of what visible form the 
memorial may be, beyond the close, has 
not been determined. Some have suggest- 
ed a fountain, others a statue.

INSTITUTIONAL TRAINING. 





Does Not Now Turn Out Socially In 
competent Children. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The argument of your correspondent, Mr. 
Loring Brace, against institutional] training for 
dependent children is founded, it seems to me, 
on an assumption which is fundamentally at 
fauit. Your correspondent evidently has in 
mind the old tvpe of institution in which chil- 
dren enjoyed little but the creature comforts, 
had no training worthy of the name, and, of 
course, were discharged on reaching a certain 
age with wholly inadequate preparation for the 
duties of life. But when he assumes that chil- 
dren's institutions as a class are still doing that 
sort of work he will find many ready to take 
issue with him. 

The modern tf[nstitution for dependent chil- 
dren, a notable example of which its the New 
York Orphanage at Hastings-on-the-Huds6n, is 
very far from being a place for the promotion 
of ‘‘ chronic itnvalidism.’’ At the above-named 
institution the children live in cottages in smal! 
groups, family style. They enjoy their recre- 
ation and go to school or to market In the 
neighboring village as other children do. Be- 
sides their industrial education, which leads in 
the direction of vocational training, the chil- 
dren, as they reach & proper age, are given op- 
portunities to earn money for themselves, which 
they are taught to spend with care and dis- 
eretion, thue supplying valuable economic train- 
ing. We wonder what proportion of the ‘‘ aver- 
age family homes’’ open to dependent children 
are able to offer a course of training which is 
Itkely to be more rational or more effective 
than that of this modern institution.

On a relatively moderate volume of 
transactions stocks sold off sharply in 
yesterday’s market session, a number of 
leading shares closing at declines of from 
1 to 2 points or more. In the absence of any 
specific development of sufficient impor- 
tance to account for the ease with which 
prices declined and for the lack of vig- 
Orous support even at the lower levels 
Wall Street fell back upon its favorite 
theory of “‘ something hanging over the 
market’ to account for the unexpected 
character of the day's trading. As is 
very often the case under such circum- 
stances, the explanation really was to be 
found in the market's technical position. 
Prices have been made and unmade for

Copper Stocks Sold Down. 


Weakness in the copper shares yester- 
day was one of the unsettling factors in 
the general decline in prices. The further 
break in Granby Copper in the Boston 
market was not unexpected, but this was 
also followed up by a volume of sales of 
Amalgamated and Anaconda here for 
Boston account. Outside of the very 
poor showing made by copper exports for 
the week ended March 19, discussion cen- 
tred on the meeting of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Directors to-day for divi- 
dend purposes. There seemed to be some 
uncertainty as to just what action would 
be taken, but the belief was that the 
quarterly payment of 5O cents a share 
would be continued, and this rate should 
bring to the Amalgamated, which, under 
the merger plan, will own 8,075,000 shares 
of Anaconda, a yearly income of $6,150,- 
060,

Bond Market Flattens. 


There has been much talk of the flat- 
tening out of the bond market, particu- 
larly the demand for new issues on the 
part of the foreign investors and invest- 
ment institutions that up to a week ago 
were taking blocks of everything offered. 
Outside of the rather rapid changes in the 
New York City 4% per cent. bonds, no 
evidence of a lack of normal demand or 
of pressure was forthcoming until yester- 
day, when unusual declines. occurred in 
Atchison general 4s and Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy joint 4s. A number of other 
bonds were soft, but the two issues 
named fell off sharply, Atchisons selling 
down from 99% to 98%, and the Burling- 
tons from 96 to 95%.

Break in Westinghouse Perplexes. 


No definite explanation, and, in fact, 
no very illuminating gossip, accompanied 
the break in Westinghouse Electric. 
There has been more or less talk of late 
of disagreement between those in control 
of the company before its reorganization 
and of the newer interests, and when Mr. 
Westinghouse dropped business for a long 
holiday several weeks ago, it was imme- 
diately concluded that this meant that 
matters would come to a head and his 
connection with the company thereafter 
would be more or less nominal. Reports 
to this effect were promptly denied by 
both sides, and to replace that theory and 
explain the heaviness of the stock, an- 
other guess was made that the company 
needed more capital, and that this would 
be forthcoming at the expense of the 
stock. So far as the business of the com- 
pany is concerned, it is insisted that it 
is fully sharing with the General Electric 
Company in the revived demand for all 
kinds of electric machinery and the steam 
turbines which the company turns out.

Foreign Trade Poorer. 


The classified statement of the coun- 
try’s foreign trade for the month of Feb- 
ruary, issued yesterday by the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of Com- 
merce’! and Labor, shows just in what di- 
rections our foreign trade increased and 
in what directions it decreased during 
that month, which made the poorest Feb- 
ruary showing in fifteen years. The net 
result was an excess of imports over ex- 
ports of $4,500,000, while in each of the 
previous fourteen years the exports in 
February exceeded the imports. The state- 
ment of exports shows, compared with 
the same month last year, decreases of 
$1,000,000 in foodstuffs in a natural 
state, of $4,000,000 in foodstuffs in a 
wholly or partly prepared state, and of 
$9,000,000 in erude materials for use in 
manufactures, a total loss of $14,000,000. 
This was partly offset by an increase of 
about $7,000,000 in manufactures for fur- 
ther use in manufactures, and an increase 
of nearly $5,000,000 in manufactures ready 
for consumption. The net decrease ‘tn 
exports was about $2,650,000. In the im- 
port column increases were shown in all 
classes of articles except foodstuffs and 
food animalsin a natural state. The total 
increase in imports for the month was 
about $11,400,000. One of the. striking 
features of the showing is that, while we 
showed large increases in our exports of 
manufactured articles, the decrease in our 
agricultural exports, once the mainstay 
of our foreign trade, was so heavy that 
the month’s exports as a whole showed a 
substantial decrease.

Decline on Light Selling. 


The transactions in the first hour ves- 
terday amounted to only 125,000 shares, 
a more than usually dull opening for the 
market, but prices yielded easily, even 
under this light selling. This was partic- 
ularly true of Amalgamated Copper, 
which, on trades in only 8,000 shares, lost 
114g points between the opening and 11 
o'clock. By the end of the second hour 
Amalgamated had lost three-quarters oft 
a point more; and Reading stood in the 
niatter of loss in price just where Amal- 
gamated Copper was at the end of the 
first hour. The trading in the second hour 
was a little heavier than in the first, the 
sales up to noon being 264,000 shares. 
United States Steel contributed just one- 
fifth of these sales, and Reading about 
one-seventh. The two hours’ trading in 
Amalgamated, which was the heaviest 
loser among the active stocks, amounted 
during the first two hours to 18,500 
shares.

February Railway Statements. 


The February statements of both 
Atchison and the Southern Railway, is- 
sued yesterday, showed substantial in- 
creases in gross earnings, with very little 
or no gain in net earnings. The Atchison 
aid $693,000 more business than it did in 
February a year ago, but it cost it so 
much more to handle it that instead of a 
gain the road reported a loss of $520,000 
in net earnings, the increase in operat- 
ing cost having wiped out the gain in 
gross earnings. The Southern Railway’s 
showing was much less unfavorable, but 
in this case, too, very little advantage 
was gained from a substantial growth 
in gross receipts. The road's gross for 
February was $355,000 larger than a year 
ago, but its expenses increased almost as 
much, so it showed an increase of only 
$17,000 in net earnings.

KLING WILL BE FINED: 
PUNISHMENT LIGHT 


Ban Johnson Refuses to Sign De- 
cision of Commission in 
Player’s Case. 





EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., March 28. 
—Catcher John G. Kling, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Chicago National League Base- 
ball Club, will be fined, but reinstated into 
organized baseball some time during the 
next week. It will, however, not be with 
the consent of B. B, Johnson, President of 
the American League. It is believed the 
punishment will be rather light. 

The report of the findings in the Kling 
case will be signed by Garry Hermann, 
Chairman of the National Baseball Com- 
mission and by Thomas J. Lynch, Presi- 
dent of the National League, who with 
Johnson, compose the commission. 

‘“‘For the good of organized baseball,” 
President Johnson will not submit a mi- 
nority report along with the findings of 


opinions regarding Kling’s desertion of 
the game last year. However, as Lynch 
is a new man in office, Johnson believes 
that it would only harm the National 
pastime to discuss the National League’s 
President’s action, which is an error in 
the opinion of Johnson. 

President Johnson, who is taking the 
baths here, to-day requested that his 
name be removed from the report of the 
commission of the Kling case, and gave 
the foregoing information as to his view 
of the affair. 

““I believe a mistake has been made by 
the commission,”’ he said, tn discussing his 
action, ‘‘ but I shall offer no criticism of 


the work of Messrs. Lynch and Hermann. 
They constitute the majority. Whatever 
they decided must stand, regardless of 
what I might say. 

“It is for the best that I remain silent, 
especially in connection with the convic- 
tions of President Lynch. He is a new 
man in baseball. I have no desire to speak 
harshly of any error he may make at 
the beginning of his administration. 

“At no time since the Kling case came 
to our attention have I been able to agree 
with the other members of the commis- 
sion. I held out all along for inflicting a 
more severe penalty than they were will- 
ing to agree to. We had several meetings 
and soon it became apparent that I would 
never see the evidence in the same light 
as they. 

“Finally the other members of the com- 
mission were about to reach an agree- 
ment on what they considered a just pen- 
alty. Their ideas did not coincide with 
mine, but I informed them that they 
might return a majority report and I 
would remain silent. 

“I learned to-day that my name had 
been, affixed to the official report of the 
proceedings of the investigation, and I 
immediately took steps to prevent the 
publication of the report in this manner. 
I was willing to let the case pass without 
submitting a minority report, but I could 
not stand idly by and permit the use of 
my name in such a manner as to make it 
appear that I was satisfied with the pen- 
ality assessed.”’ 

President Johnson refused to give his 
Opinion regarding the truth of the state- 
ment made by Charles W. Murphy to the 
effect that he had written Kling a letter 
granting him a leave of absence for one 
year. Neither would he say what the 
decision of the commission was or how 
he would have penalized Kling had he 
won his fight in the hearing. 

“The official report of the other mem- 
bers of the commission will deal with 
these matters,”’ he said. ‘It is not right 
that I should discuss their findings.’’ 

“Is it true that on account of the 
prominence of Kling there was a tend- 
ency on the part of the commission to 
make an example of his-case?”’ he was 
asked. 

‘““Kung’s case was taken up In the same 
manner as that of any other player,” he

MEL SHEPPARD BACK 
AGAIN IN ATHLETICS 





Signalizes Expiration of Suspen- 
sion by Winning Half-Mile 
Race in 4:58 2-5. 





The sixty-day. suspension of Melvin W. 
Sheppard for his participation in an ath- 
letic squabble at Philadelphia in De- 
cember expired last night, and the fa- 
mous miiddle distance runner signalized 
his return to athletic competition by scor- 
ing a victory in the half-mile event at the 
annual Spring games of the Fourteenth 
Regiment of Brooklyn. He traveled over 
the 880-yard distance in 1:58 2-5 and won 
the race in easy fashion frcm R. J. Egan, 
who crossed the line about fifteen yards 
behind him. 

Seven starters were entered to compete 
in the race, among them Gissing, but only 
four appeared on the mark—Sheppard, 
Bromilow, Egan, and Riley. At the crack 
of the pistol Riley went to the front, with 
Egan, Bromilow, and Sheppard trailing in 
the order named. At the finish of the 
first circuit of the track, however, Egan 
went ahead of Riley, and the other two 
were content with their positions for a 


half lap more. Then Sheppard began to 
show a desire to close up, and moved into 
third position. At half the distance of 
the event the order was Egan, Riley, 
Sheppard, and Bromilow. All. of the men 
were together measuring stride for stride, 
each careful to watch his rivals for an 
extra burst of speed. The order was 
practically the same at the beginning of 
the final lap, but then Sheppard proved 
conclusively his ability. He jumped into 
first position with no difficulty and be- 
gan to draw away from the others. From 
this point on the Olympic champion had 
the race all his own way, and.crossed the 
line with a margin of advantage which 
was about 15 yards. 

An event which aroused much interest 
was the one-mile inter-regimental race. 
In this event J. P. Gaffney not only won, 
but took the novice prize, which was also 
offered, and lowered the armory record 
for the distance by ten seconds, the time 
being 4:43 2-5. 

In view of the fact that there were a 
number of veterans in the race the victory 
by a novice was unexpected. Gaffney, 
however, had a hard time of it to pull out 
the victory. At the bell lap J. G. Doll was 
well up with him, and the two traveled 
as a team for the remaining circuit of the 
track. It appeared at one time that both 
men fouled in the eagerness to get around 
the turns without loss of distance. Com- 
ing into the stretch Gaffney had just 
enough reserve to cross the finish with a 
slight advantage.

Japanese Pin Cushions Are Held 
Dutiable Under the Silk Schedule. 


Pin cushions made to represent Japa- 
ness lanterns in miniature form, with 
floral designs painted on the. sides in 
water colors, were held yesterday by the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers to be dutiable as ‘‘ manufactures of 
silk’? with duty at the rate of 50 per 
cent... 

Butler Brothers, the importers, alleged 
that the articles are composed in: chief 
value of cotton and should be taxed ac- 
cordingly at the rate of 45 per cent. In 
overruling the importer’s contention Gen- 
eral Appraiser Howell, who writes the de- 
cision for the board, says that the official 
sample of the merchandise was submitted 
to the chief analyst in the local apprais- 
er’s office at New York, and from the 
analysis the board finds that the goods 
are made of silk, wood, cotton, and

other materials, silk being the material 
of chief value. It is held that the pin 
cushions are dutiable as assessed by the 
Collector. 

The board denied a contention for the 
lower classification of salted anchovies 
in tins made by the American Shipping 
Company. The fish in the smaller size 
tins were assessed at 10 cents per tin, 
while the larger tins came in for a tax of 

per cent. The importing company 


claimed the smaller tins to be dutiable at 
5 cents each, and the larger tins taxable

Saloonkeepers Paying High Of- 
ficials for Protection, Say 
Cunningham and Keenan. 








FAIL TO GET FLOOD’S BOOK 


Trial Commissioner Walsh Refuses to 
Let in Inspector’s Order Advising 
Against Sunday Arrests. 





‘Saloon keepers, bartenders, Police In- 
Spectors, Captains, and Lieutenants, a pa- 
trolman or two, and Dr. Charles H. Park- 
hurst all figured in the trial of Policemen 
Charles Cunningham and Thomas Kee- 
nan, the two young excise raiders, which 
began at Police Headquarters before Third 
Deputy Police Commissioner Walsh yes- 
terday morning. 

Both Cunningham and Keenan, testify- 
ing in their own behalf, declared that sa- 
loon keepers were paying money to high 
police officials for protection. They were 
represented by John Santora, who came 
primed with some interesting questions to 
put to those who appeared as witnesses 
against the “ raiders.”’ 

Mr. Santora asked Capt. John McCauley 
of the Westchester Station if it was true 
that he had received and read to his men 
on Saturday night and order purporting 
to be from Inspector John Flood in which 
the outgoing platoon on Sunday morning 
was told that if any of them were ap- 
proached by a citizen and toid of an ex- 
cise violation no action was to be taken. 
Deputy Commissioner Walsh told Capt. 
McCauley not to answer and Capt. Mc- 
Cauley didn’t. 

‘“Was an order received to the effect 
that if such violation was complained of 
by a citizen that the policeman was to 
tell the citizen to get a warrant?’’ Mr. 
Santora asked. 

Again Capt. McCauley was ordered by 
the Deputy Commissioner not to answer. 

Then Mr. Santora, as a last move to 
get an answer to his questions, asked 
Capt. McCauley if he had the Westchester 
blotter with him. The Captain said he 
had, and Mr. Santora asked him to pro- 
duce it and read the orders that were 
read out to the men Saturday night. Dep- 
uty Commissioner Walsh ruled that the 
request was irrelevant and immaterial, 
and the blotter was not produced. 

Inspector Flood Under Fire. 


When Inspector Flood was called to the 
stand by Mr. Walsh it was the first time 
since the Cunningham-Keenan 
started that he has said anything about 
it to reach the ears of the public. Every 
neck was craned, therefore, to hear what 
the only man in the affair who had not 
talked, might have to say. 

Inspector Flood said he had found both 
Cunningham and Keenan good and effi- 
cient policemen when they were on duty 
in his district.

Saloon Keeper Tells of Raid. 


This ended Inspector Flood’s examina- 
‘tion, and Michael Bradshaw, a saloon 
keeper of 4,031 Third Avenue, was called 
to the stand. He said his place was one 
of those visited recently by Cunning- 
ham and Keenan. They called on him on 
March 13, and arrested Michael Crowe, 
one of his bartenders. Bradshaw said 
that when he found out who Cunningham 
and Keenan were he said this to them: 

‘You are a pair of fine bums to come 
here and arrest an Irishman like mé.’ 

- Then he said one of the policemen an- 
swered: “‘It is Inspector Flood who is 
doing all this nasty work.’ 

There was a lull in the trial at this 
juncture, and the reporters took advan- 
tage of it to ask Dr. Parkhurst the rea- 
son for his presence. 

‘‘Oh, I just dropped in to see this beau- 
tiful building,’ ’ the doctor answered. 

‘“‘Ts it true that Cunningham and Kee- 
nan may later get a job to help enforce 
the excise laws for the Excise Board?’”’ 

“You had better ask Mr. McClintock,” | 
Dr. Parkhurst answered, referring to the 
Supérintendent of the Society for the; 
Prevention of Crime, who was also in| 
court. 

‘‘Mr. McClintock says they will not 
be employed.”’ Dr. Parkhurst was told. 

” Mr McClintock is a very truthful 
man,” the clergyman answered. 


Loans by Bartenders. 


The afternoon witnesses were bartenders 
who said they had lent money to Keenan. 
Joseph Schmeiser was one of them. He 


said he lent Keenan $15 last September, 
which had not been paid back. He said 
in answer to a question by Mr. Santora 
that he had never made a complaint until 
two of Inspector Fliood’s men came to 
him recently and said the Inspector want- 
ed to see him about the loan. He said 
he had not been threatened with arrest 
by Keenan when asked for the loan. 

Andrew Gack, a Pelham. Bay saloon- 
keeper, next told of lending Keenan $15, 
and said that the money was paid back 
a short time ago. He sald that when he 
talked with Inspector Flood about the 
‘money that the Inspectof had said noth- 
ing about desiring to “** break ’”’ the police- 
men.

We told Crowe we were ar- 
resting saloon keepers to try to put an 
end to the graft, an1 he told us it would 
be a good thing if tre saloons didn’t have 
to put up money. 

“T never took a cent from a saloon 
keeper,”’ said Cunningham emphatically.

‘“‘How did you come to that conclu- 
sion?’’ asked Commissioner Walsh.
